Our Embassy in Buenos Aires has met with members 
of Hr. Pares Esquivel* a family sad has presented his 
case to the Argentine Foreign ministry's working group 
on human rights. The Embassy has been informed of your 
interest in this case? and we have asked them to provide 
u* with the most current word they have, We will forward 
any additional Information we receive to your office. 

Ths efforts on behalf of A. Peras Fscuivel repre- 
sent only one facet of the U.F. efforts to favorably 
Influence the human rights situation in Argentina. 

As you may know, a number of actions have been taken 
by the Onited States to convey to the Argentines our 
deep commitment to this policy. All srns transfer 
kequeats are being reviewed on a case-by-case basis, 
and we are not approving transfers of articlaa or 
•ervicee intended for police and civil law enforcement, 
which could be described aa such. Grant military 
training for Argentina has bean prohibited and there 
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will b« no military sales credits for FY 1978. The 
newly enacted Section 620B of the Foreign Assistance 
Act of 1961 , which conveyed the concern of Congress 
for the situation in Argentina will bar the sale of 
military equipment and training to Argentina after 
October 1. In addition we are using our voice and 
yot* tbs international financial institutions in 
support of our human rights policy. Ttie Argentines 
are fu^ly aware ,thet . substantial ^ improvement in our 
relations, is .dependant gn their °gbservancs of Stale? ^
